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BITTER BATTLE OVER STATENS Navy Announces 
'* **FIXED CHARGES** LOOMS AS When And How You 
• LEGISLATURE GETS TO WORK May Visit The Fleet

costs ? 

jfrround that question, in all 
probability, will rage one of the 
bitterest battles of the 1935 
fjcgislature. 

And if the Legislature finally 
answers ’Yes” by voting for the 
abolition of so-called ‘‘fixed 
charges,” or continuing appropri¬ 
ations, legislative action will be 
followed by a battle royal at the 
next general election to deter¬ 
mine the attitude of California 
voters on the issue. 

In the Legislature first blows 
Hi-: eidy have been struck, with 
.■donator Ralph Swing of San 
Bernardino— author of a constiu- 
tional amendment to abolish all 
“fixed charges”— claiming that 
there can be no real economy in 
State expenditures until continu¬ 
ing appropriations are eliminated. 

Advancing the contention that 
State costs should always be held 
within State Incomes, Senator 
Swing declares, in support of his 
amendment, that more than 72 
per cent of all State expendi¬ 
tures, at the pre.sent time, are 
“fixed” by the constitution, or 
statute, and are therefore inflex¬ 
ible. When State revenues fluc¬ 
tuate, he insi.sts, the Legi.slature 
should have the power to make 
quick adjustments in State outgo. 
“^In principle there can be no 
dispute of the soundness of Sena¬ 
tor Swing's propo.sal. Continuing 
appropriations -voted by the peo¬ 
ple, and subject to repeal or re¬ 
duction only by a second vote of 
the people— have undoubtedly j 
been a major factor in the rapid 
and almost inescapable increase | 
in governmental costa. | 

But the opponents of the Swing | 
amendment insist and not with- j 
out cau.se that legislative prac¬ 
tice mu.st be balanced against I 
legislative theories in reaching a j 
fair determination of the issue. j 

By far the largest item in the ! 
list of "fixed charges” against | 
the State’s general fund is the l 
continuing appropriation for the | 
support of California's public 
schools. And continuous, orderly 
.support of the schools based on 
.school attendance and actual 
.St-hool needs—is a primary requi¬ 
site of any efficient ,successful 
school system, according to the 
eiiucational group. 

Abolition of the continuing ap¬ 
propriation for the schools, this 
group asserts, would make edu¬ 
cational appropriations .subject to 
political log-rolling, jockeying and 
vote-trading at every session of 
the Legislature. They further de¬ 
clare that it would force school, 


people into politics, making it 
necessary to elect legislators defi¬ 
nitely pledged to a fair school 
program, and that irreparable 
damage would be done to the 
schools, due to the uncertainty 
regarding school appropriations. 

‘‘No school system can function 
efficiently on a hlt-or-mlss sys¬ 
tem of appropriations,” says Sam 
H. Cohn, deputy State director 
of education. "The Swing amend¬ 
ment might very well result in a 
7-month school term one year, a 
10 -month term the next and the 
closing of many schools entirely. 
It would make a political football 
of school appropriations and 
such a system is far more 
dangerous than the ‘fixed charge’ 
system.”
